The battle was terriflc, and bullets 


fairly rained through the lobby o* the 
hotel, several of -which went wild, 
pierced window glass or imbedded 
themselves in the walls and furniture 
of the hotel. After the killing, Colonel 
Colson ran out of the hotel and hur- 
r.icd to the residence of Chief of Police 
Williams, where he surrendered. He 
was almost exhausted, and as he en- 
tered the house gasped: "I am sorry 
he would not let me alone. There were 
three of them shooting at me." 


Meantime the 
wildest 
excitement 


prevailed in the hotel lobby where the 
killing occurred, and 
in the 
dining 


room "nearby, where about 300 guests 
hart been seated at dinner when the 
fiiKilade bessm. Women fainted and it 
was several minutes before the awful 
Ecopo of the tragedy was fully known. 


Charles H. Julian, who was shot in 


uie leg, died shortly after reaching a 
room, death being due to loss of blood, 
and the shock to his nervous system. 
Captain Golden was removed to a 
room and made a statement that Col- 
son was the aggressor.

Cleveland, Jan. 17.— Preparations for

recently arrived in England, gave the 
following account of the Nicholson's 
Nek disaster to a London Daily Mail 
Interviewer: 
. 


"Now, as the white flag had been 


raised and, we believed, by order, It 
was our duty to make the men put 
down their arms. We gave the order, 
but were not obeyed, and for some 
time the men flatly refused. In many 
cases we had to taUe their rifles from 
them. 
They were furiously angry, 


and, though most of them had not a 
cartridge left, they bad all made np 
then; minds to fight to a finish. The 
boys were the worst, and some of the 
subalterns refused to give up their 
swords. In fact, it was all most hor- 
ribly painful. Then the other officers 
and myself had to (and here Captain 
Rice hesitated for a moment, as if dis- 
liking to utter tbe words)— well, we 
had to break up our swords. That is 
not a nice thing at all. Finally a lot 
of the men and the subalterns flung 
themselves on the ground and wept 
with rage. Even trhen they had no 
weapons they wanted to go on fighting. 


"The poor fellows behaved splendid- 


ly, though they had had no food since 
Sunday night and had been esposed to 
deadly firing from an unseen enemy 
for ten hours. Things went on like 
that for a bit, and then the word came 
down to us that the white flag had 
been hoisted by some of the Glouces- 
ters.

ice Is stored. However, his invention 
is a means of utilizing the beat from 
the sun, and, as is broadly suited, it is 
bv the us? of mirrors, which are so ar- 
ranged that heat from the saa's rays 
are gathered up and focused at one 
point. 
For era tuple, at his workshop Dr. 


Calver has a surface of mirrors com- 
prising an area of about 2CO square 
feet 
He claims that all the heat, or, 


rather, the rays of tbe sun reflected: 
from this surface, can be brought to a. 
point, the surface of which is not more 
than IS inches or two feet. He has 
demonstrated that a vessel, of water 
placed in the focns of these rays can be 
made to boil furiously in a very brieC 
time.

light weight of the rails, the steep in- 
clines and the high gradings combined 
make traveling risky. On steep in- 
clines the compound rnns at a rate of 
50 versts, 33 miles, an hour, turning the 
rails out, and there is no way of stop- 
ping it. At the station of Polovmoy 
11 cars were thus destroyed. 


"In such a condition do we find the 


Siberian railroad at the present time. 
Fast traveling Is impossible, as the 
rails are too light, while, on the other 


be th« Shortest route between Europe 
and the far "east; from Paris, one will, 
be able to go to the capital of Japaa— 
Yokohama—la 17 days. 
At present 


there are two ways of communication 
between Europe and the far east- 
west, by way of Canada; east, by the 
Suez canal.

Of the total sum of Chinese 
foreign trade, amounting to 1,375,000,- 
000 francs ($2C5,37o,000), Russia has 3 
per cent The Siberian railroad will 
undoubtedly Increase this proportion. 
For the rest of Europe the Siberian 
line will be of great importance as a 
means of quick and cheap passenger 
and mail communication between the 
different points of the old and new 
world, which alone is sufficient to 
make it play a great role In interna- 
tional affairs."
